CHICAGO^ April 18.—A few days ago 1 
made a flying visit to Faribault. Minn.^ and 
while there saw and learned something of the 
history of one of the most remarkable men 
fa America—Rev. 
H. B. Whipple, T). D., 
Episcopal bishop of Minnesota. 
This high 
office ho has held for twenty-seven years. 
Bishop Whipple is recognized from one end 
of the country to the other in ecclesiastical 
ch-cles as a man of more than ordinary dis- 
tinction. 
The story of his life reads like a 
romance and there is. in fact, in the recital, 
all of the elements 
that go to make up 
a romance. 
In the 
time that he baa 
been bishop he ha.s 
preached 7,000 ser- 
m o n s, 
confirmed 
1,000 people, bap- 
tised 
800 
mfants 
and 3G0 adults, cele- 
brated the 
h o l y 
communion 1 , 1 2 0 
times, 
buried 
80 
persons, per formed 
almost 
100 
mar- 
riages, onla-ned 90 
deacons and 70 priests. 
Stop a second and 
think what these fij^res mean! 


In ]'e/soiial appearance thLs remarkable 
man is !\ n)agniiieei)t sprciinen of well pre- 
served maiiht-Oil. 
He is over six feet tall, as 
sti-aight as an arrow, witli features boldly 
cut and iir.e!y finished. 


His life work has been largely among the 
Indians, and lie has probably labored longer, 
harder, and been more Inlimately associated 
with the red 
men 
than any other 
man 
now living. 
When he went to Minnesota 
there ^^ ere no railways. 
His faithful horse 
carried him o,<KM1 miles every year, visiting 
the m¡^hions and churches in his diocese. 
This same horse he (omputes carried him 
40,000 miles in his missionary work. 
In 1859 
there were 2i),000 Indians in Minnesota. 
The 
bishop knew and was known to many of 
them. 
It is said tbat many whom he first 
met as ]iainted savages are now civilized 
Christian men, some or them leading citizens 
of the state. 


During the great Indian massacre of 1862 
he had many harrowing experiences, and his 
efforts I'ad a great deal to do with quieting 
the savages. 
Bishop Whipple is the founder of the insti- 
tutions of learning 
in Faribault, which 
long ago made the 
far northern place 
f a m o u s . 
First, 
there 
is 
Seabury 
Divinity s c h o o l , 
which is designed 
to prepare young 
men for the min- 
istry. 
The accom- 
panying 
p i c t u r e 
represents a gradu- 
ate of the school. 
It is one of 
the 
leading institutions 
of the kind in the 
country, and 
the 
clerical dresi?ed students, who are seen around 
tiie town, present a decidedly English college 
e; »i^arance. 
Then there is Shattuck military 
s-1 tool, where boys are prepared for coUege 
«lid are drilled like so many soldiers.

He is a 
half-breed 
Sioux, 
and was picked up 
on 
a 
battlefield 
after a shai-p fight 
with the Indians, 
by Capt. Cook, of 
the regular army. 
The poor boy was 12 years old when found. 
He was placed at 
the 
S h a t t u c k 
school, 
and 
later 
attended an eastern 
school, 
where 
he 
graduated. 
He ex- 
pressed a desire to 
become a minister, 
so that he could go 
back 
and 
work 
among 
his 
own 
people. 
He 
was 
duly ordained last 
June, and is now 
doing good 
work 


in the wilds of Nebraska. 
He is courtly and 
handsome, has elegant manners, is an accom- 
plished tennis player, has a fine bass voice, 
and is very popular with the ladies. 
Poor 
fellow, he inlierited consumption from some 
of his ancestoi-s, and it" is feared he cannot 
live much longer. 


The story of the origin of the.se great 
schools is best told in the words of the 
bishop, in his annual address: 


they celebrated the holy communion under 
' an oak tree, on the bluffs back of La Cres- 
cent. 
Since that day this blessed feast has 
[ been celebrated on every Lord's Day iu' Min- 
' nesota, 
I 
"The day I laid this comer stone, I recall 
, the incredulous looks of some who heard me, 
' as I told them that the time would come 
when these bluffs wotild be crowned with 
Christian schools, and the name of Faj ibault 
be a household word throughout the «'htvch. 
Those were troublous times. 
The coontry 
was desolated by civil war. 
We had hardly 
commenced, this work before Minnesota was 
visited by an awful Indian massacrs, 
in 
which 800 citizens perished. In one week 
our Indian missions were destroyed and the 
work of years was blasted. 


"In the fall of 1S6S Seabury hall was fin- 
ished. 
The divinity scho«l and its prepara- 
tory department were in this building. 
In 
1865 we organized Shattuck school 
It was 
named after the kind friend who gave us the 
means to begin the work. Dr. Greorge C. 
Shattuck, of Boston, INIass. 
The Shattuck 
hall was erected in 1808. 
In 18G8 I opened 
a girls' school in my o^vn house. 
1'his was 
the beginning of St. Mary's hall. 
In 1872 the 
old Seabury hall was buraed do^v-n. 
A few 
years later the present magnificent buildings 
were erected. 
In connection with 
these 
places of learning there is a beautiful Episco- 
pal church kno^vIl as Shumway Memorial 
chapel, represented in the preceding picture. 


It was erected by a Christian lady to 
commemorate the life and death of her 
lovely yomig daughter. 
These sketches of 
Faribault's great uistitutiOns of learaing and 
the man who planned them all have been 
gotten together hurriedly and without any 
regard to system, but they certainly present 
the novelty of freshness, as the great papers 
of the coimtry, news and pictorial, have 
overlooked the^ subject matter entirely.

election f o r another t e r m of seven years b y 
p a r d o n i n g a n u m b e r of political 
prisoners. 
A m o n g t h e m is t h e f a m o u s Louise Michel. 
I 
well r e m e m b e r t h e d a y she w a s arrested. I t 
w a s in March, 1883. A workingmen's meet- 
ing was held, o r r a t h e r a n a t t e m p t was m a d e 
t o hold one, on t h e Esplanade des Invalides. 
B u t t h e police dispersed t h e gathering, dis- 
order followed a n d the windows of 
some 
bakeries 
were 
broken 
a n d bread 
stolen. 
Louise Michel w a s t h e instigator of t h e 
meeting a n d w a s 
f o u n d 
in one of t h e 
bands 
t h a t 
h a d forced its w a y into a 
bakery. 
I n the following J une she was sen- 
tenced as a thief t o six years of prison, al- 
though no proof w a s produced t h a t she h a d 
taken a n y bread or even t h a t she h a d urged 
others to do so. Before a n A m e r i c a n 
j u r y 
she would probably have been acquitted, or 
a t least would have received only a slight 
punishment for disturbing t h e peace. 
B u t a t 
t h a t m o m e n t there w a s g r e a t suffering a n d 
d^icontent 
a m o n g t h e w o r k i n g 
cla.sses of 
Paris. 
The government feared t h a t t h e good 
n a m e of the republic m i g h t be jeopardized. 
Public opinion called f o r a n example, a n d 
Louise Michel was sacrificed while the f a i r 
n a m e of French justice w a s tarnished b y a n 
ineffaceable blot. 


Louise Michel began life a s a teacher in t h e 
public schools. 
A t t h a t time she w a s a fer- 
vent Catholic, a n d 
was the autlior of 
m a n y 
r e l i g i o u s 
poems pervaded b y 
a 
spirit of deep 
tenderness a n d no- 
bility of character. 
The 
Paris c o m - 
m i m e of 1871 a n d 
the 
stifferings of 
the 
poor won all 
h e r 
sympathies. 
8ho 
t h r e w 
asi<ie 
her 
school 
books 
and p r a y e r 
books 
a n d 
thenceforth 
devoted herself entirely to the cause of t h e 
proletivriat. I havo talked with Louis Michel 
in her Innnble homo, I h a v e heard h e r speak 
a t publie meetings, 
have followed h e r acts 
dni-inff hei-.stormy caretn*. 
While I d o not 
share her wild enthusiasm, nor a p p l a u d h e r 
violent 
measures for t h e reoceneration of 
society, I cannot help admiring: her constancy 
0fpuri)0se, her fearlessness. he,r generosity 
a n d h e r affectionate disposition. 
A f e w 
anecdotes w ill illustrate these noblo qualities 
of mind a n d heart. 


A short time b( fore her imprisonment she 
w a s invit<>d to lecture a t Versailles. 
A lot of 
rov.'di'S broke u p tlie lueefing a n d Louise 
Miciiel was force I to go alonti f r o m t h e hall 
t o the railroad station followed b y a jeering 
mob. 
She did not show tbe least fear on this 
occasion, b u t looked the threatening 
crowd 
calmly in the face, remarking:, in a gentío 
tone: 
" I forgive t h e m ; 
they don't 
k n o w 
w h a t they a r e doing. 
W h e n our side gets 
into powejr these people who a r e n o w insult- 
ing m(> m i l Vie t h e first t o applaud me. I 
care nothincr f o r these adults; m y a i m is t o 
convert cl:i!(lron to m y view. 
I address m y - 
self to the future. 
The presi'iit is rotten." 


jM^rinji the sniTerin^'s caused b y the siege 
of Paris i'l tiio a u t u m n of 1870, Victor H u g o 
was in thvi liabit of giving money t o a lady 
rrM-nil, ivho rlistribntt^d it a m o n g tho poor. 
One flny í h ^ came t o t h e poet a n d said t h a t a 
certain w o m a n w h o m she knew w a s in th»" 
preatest oi -tress. 
Victor H u g o handed over 
100 francs. 
B u t he w'as astonished the next 
das- to liarn t h a t this w o m a n w a s still in 
nee.l of relief. 
" B u t w h a t h a v e you done 
with the ICU francs of yesterday?" he asked. 
•"O!), r-h" irave t h e m to the s t a r v i n g mothers 
W tl'i ehiliiren,"' 
answered 
t h e 
almoner. 
"Well, h(M-e is another 100," continued Victor 
Hugo; - b u t I sive t h e m t o you on the ex- 
press understanding t h a t y o u r friend keeps 
t hem for h'M-self." 
The lady hurried 
a w a y 
with tiio money. 
"Thi- is f o r you alone," 
uhe said as she ])laced the louis d'ors in the 
poor woman's lap. "Is t h a t the condition on 
which they ai'o given me?" asked t h e re- 
cipient. 
"Yes," was the reply. 
"Then 3'ou 
m a y take t h e m back again," continued the 
f o r m e r ; "thank Victor H u g o for m e a n d tell 
him I a]))trecialo his good intentions." "Oh, 
no," ansivered the lady, somewhat 
e m b a r - 
rassed; " I will assume t h e responsibility then 
of lettii'g you do w h a t y o u like w i t h t h e 
money. 
But I m u s t say t h a t you a r e very 
obstinate at «out it." This obstinate s t a r v e r 
was L/oiiLse Michel. 


I pass ovei- in silence t h a t terrible period in 
her life, embracing the fall of t h e Commune, 
her arrest, transjiortatioii to Tiew Caledonia 
a n d i e r rrtui-n. 
Suffice i t t o s a y that 
t h r o u g h o u t those h a r d years, which nearly 
destroyed her iih.ysical beauty a n d w h i c h un- 
questionably 
affected h e r brain, 
Louise 
Michel dii played all those elevated qualities 
t h a t b a v e characterized her P a r i s existence 
d u r i n g t h e past 
five or six years. 
Let us 
follow her t o h e r cell. 
A f t e r t h e death, a 
y e a r ago, of h e r mother, w h o m she loved so 
tenderl}', a n d the separation f r o m w h o m w a s 
the only bitter feature of h e r imprisonment, 
Louise 
Michel 
bei-ame a n i n m a t e of t h e 
woman's prison of Haint Lazare, situated in 
the heart of the city. 


The only solace of these long days of con- 
finement 
was h e r pen. 
She h a s writttm, dur- 
ing t h e last ten years, several books t h a t will 
soon be printed. 
She a'.so w o n the esteem of 
the officers of the pris<Mi a n d the affection of 
her 
u n h a p p y 
fellow 
sufferers. 
Whenever 
kind 
friends—and 
slie had m a n y , some of

her delicacies, they were 
iinmertiately dis- 
tribute 1 a m o n g the other uccnpaiits of Saint 
Lazare. 
S h e w a s especially 
attentive

with thoir u n f o r t u n a t e mothers.

Michels

several in her cell.

friendly relations her own cats and the ol>- 
t m d i n g pri.'^on rats. 
It wa,s a curious 
sight 
to see those tiniid little animals eating c r u m b s 
of bread oil Loui.sc ^Slichers table wliile t h e 
cats purred qiiii tly in her lap.

w h e n t h e ministry were actually o n t h e point 
of opening her door, Louise Michel sent t h e m 
such a bold letter t h a t their dignity checked 
their clemency. 
H e r position, which was a

accept a "pardon," a n d , 
f u r t h e r m o r e , t h e state prisons contain others

N o 
exceptions m u s t be made, a n d there m u s t be 
nothing said abou^, p a r d o n i n g us. S o when 
the officers c a m e t h e other d a y a n d informed 
Louise Michel t h a t the president h a d par- 
doned her a n d a half-dozen other 
Socialists, 
she absoliit<!ly refused t o leave S a i n t Lazare, 
and sat d o w n a n d w r o t e lettci-s to this effect 
to both M. G i u v j ' a n d t h e chief of police. 
Tbe govei-nment was on t h e point of cutting 
a 
ridiculous 
figure. 
There w a s b u t one 
avenue of escape. 
The p r i v a t e secretary of 
the chief of police hurried t o tho prison a n d 
informed the T a r t a r t h a t unless she departed 
immediately, a n d of h e r o w n accord, she 
would be p u t o u t b}- m a i n force. 
A n d thus 
ended this dis creditable affair, in so f a r a s 
the g o v e r n m e n t is concerned.' 


As soon as she w a s a t liberty Louise Michel 
penned a half-ilozen letters t o as m a n y dif- 
ferent newspapers, expressing her dissatis- 
faction a t M. (Tr(5v3-'s clemenc}', a n d in con- 
versation she blames severely those of h e r 
friends, a n d especially H e n r i Rochefort, who, 
b y pressing h e r release, h a v e b r o u g h t about 
this "infamy- t h a t she is the victim of." S h e 
has spoken in public several times din-ing t h e 
past week a n d is in such aii irate state of 
mind t h a t she announces h e r d e p a r t u r e f r o m 
France. 
''This 
c o u n t r y is dead," she ex- 
claimed the other n i g h t ; " I don't wnsh to s t a y 
here a n y longer. 
I m e a n to go where open 
w a r is declai-ed a.gainst the Socialists, to the 
dominion of the all-powerful czar, t o t h e land 
where t h e revolutionists 
fight." 


I t is highly probable, therefore, t h a t the 
world h a s not yet heard t h e last of Louise 
Michel. H e r past sufferings a n d actions have 
given h e r a g r e a t notoriety. 
If she r e m a i n 
in Paris, sh(i is sui-e to come to t h e f r o n t a t 
the outbreak of a n y disorder, a n d to a c t a n 
i m p o r t a n t part. 
If she go to Russia, she will 
not only iirove a soui-ce of griivo trouble t o 
the ijnperial government, b u t she m a y cause 
international difficulties that, if they do n o t 
produce serious consequenct^s in the foreign 
aiTairs of Fi-ance, m a y precipitate a crisis a t 
home, where t h e political situation is lika 
tinder a w a i t i n g the spark.

Charley Thieme, driver 
of a hose 
cart at the fire department, was mov-

Immel block, this afternoon. He used 
the spanking bay carriage team and the 
heavy department wagon. He started 
to drive away with the first load when 
the horses dashed east and threw Si. 
Levanway and a bureau from the wagon. 
They ran on the sidewalk at the north- 
east comer of Clinton and Berry, dashing 
between the telegraph poles and trees 
with awful fury. Young Thieme clung 
to the horses with his right limb hang 
ing over the sideboard. Just this side of 
the Academy a front wheel of the wagon 
locked with a post and Charley Thieme's 
right leg was shattered into bits by the 
collision. The flesh was peeled from the 
bones and the broken edges protruded. 
He was carried to the engine house and 
there lay on a stretcher. He called 
Johnnie 
Schräder 
to him, saying: 
"Johnnie, don't let 'em cut my leg off; 
please don't; I'd rather die first." Scarce- 
ly had the words oscaped his lips when 
he succumbed to the influence of ether, 
and was carried to the city hosjntal, 
where Dr. H. S. Meyers amputated his 
right lower limb at the knee and dressed 
his other wounds, which are not neces- 
sarily fatal, but very dangerous. Charley 
is the son of Andy Thieme, the well 
known Broadway grocer, and a wife and 
little babe are dependant on him. His 
wife is a daughter of Henry Immel. He 
was a good fireman and his hosts of 
friends will mourn his awful misfortune. 


The anniversary of his consecration is 
commemorated in every chnrch of hfa 
diocese during the lifetime of a Catholic 
bishop. This is prescribed by the rubrics 
of the church. 


To-day being the anniversary of Bight 
Bev. Joseph Dwenger, bishop of Fort 
W ayne, solemn sexvices were held at the 
cathedral this morning. All the schools 
were present, as was also a large congre- 
gation. 
Fourteen years ago to-day the 
young priest, Father Dwenger, then only 
thirty-six years of age, knelt before the 
venerable Archbishop Purcell, l i s t e d 
by several bishops and surrounded by 
200 of the clergy, to receive the sacred 
orders of a bishop of the Catholic church. 
He soon afterward took possession of his 
See as the successor of the lamented 
Bishop Luers. 


Monseigneur Dwenger, 
during his 
fourteen 
years 
of 
episcopacy, has 
proved himself a true bishop, thorough- 
ly devoted to the interests of religion 
an d to the welfare of the diocese. 
He 
has a body of clergy, all of whcm are 
warmly attached to him, and who, to- 
gether with him form a grand army in 
the services of the church. 
Bishop 
Dwenger is always ready to acknowledge 
that 1o his faithful clergy he owes much 
in the welfare of religion and the suc- 
1 of his undertakings. 
They are 
ever ready and willing to further his 
p rojects, to lend a helping hand, and 
cheer him in his great 
responsibili- 
ties. 


Bishop Dwenger, since his advent to 
the diocese, has freed it from a heavy 
debt that overhung it. He has built an 
immense asylum for orphan boys, an in 
stitution that cost $33,000. 
During his 
administration he has dedicated hun- 
dreds of churches, administered con- 
firmation to thousands, traveled over his 
diocese, which comprises half the state 
of Indiana, again and again. 
He has 
ordained 
numbers 
of 
young men 
to 
the 
priesthood 
and 
preached 
from pulpits at home and abroad. 
In 
the lecture field he was at home, and 
never wearied to aid a neighbor or teach 
a multitude. 


In 1874 Bishop Dwenger 
visited 
Europe at the head of the first American 
pilgrimage. 


In 1883 he paid his first official visit 
to Rome, though he had visited the 
eternal city in 1874. 


He has established new religious com- 
munities in his diocese, planted new 
congregations and has encouraged col- 
onization that has added much to the 
welfare of the state. 


In 1884 Bishop Dwenger attended the 
plenary council at. Baltimore, of which 
he is said to have been one of the most 
prominent and active members. 


It 1885 he went to Rome as represen- 
tative of the nationaj council. 
He spent 
eight months in the eternal city holding 
conferences with the cardinals and the 
sovereign pontiff, in the interest of his 
mission. 


This is but a brief resume of the work 
of the bishop whose consecration anniver- 
sary the Catholic church of Fort Wayne 
commemorates to-day. 
Much 
more 
might be added to this did not the great 
prelate refuse to let the worlf^ know what 
work he does that the outside populace 
perhaps never hear of. 


The new project the bishop has u n d ^ 
contemplation, the erection of a new 
30,000 orpanage in this city, of which 
the SENTIKEII made mention last Satur- 
day, will be but another monument to 
this great prelates execution ability and 
his charity for the fatherless.

But tho victim always tri-ated ho 
persecutors with such scorn that they hfs 
tatod to approach her. tfevenil months ago 
when iho ministry wore actually on tlio poin 
of opening her door, Louise Michel sent them 
such a bold letter timt their dignity ehcckct 
their clenipiity. Her position, which was t 
strong one, WHS this: I am unjustly impris- 
oned and cannot accept a "pardon," and 
furthermore, the state prisons contain other 
confined for [wlitical reasons, and for 'what 
consider insntlirient reasons; tLero must be 
a general jail delivery of tin's class of con 
victs, or 1 must, refuse to quit my cell. No 
exceptions must Itc made, and there must ho 
nothing said about pardoning us. So when 
tho officers en me tho other dny and informed 
Louise Michel (bat tlio prtsldont had par- 
doned her and a Imlf-ilo^n other Socialists, 
sho absolutely refiisi'd to leave Saint Lnwirn, 
and sat down and wrote letters to this effeej 
to both if. Grdvy and the chief of police. 
The government was on the point of cut-tins 
a ridiculous figure. There was but ono 
avenno of escape. The private secretary of 
tho chief of i»lico hurried to tho prison and 
informed the Tartar lhat unless the departed 
immediately, and of her own accord, she 
would bo put out by main force. And thus 
ended this discreditable affair, in BO far as 
the government is concerned.' 


As soon as she was at liberty Louiso Michel 


penned u half-dozen letters to as many dif- 
ferent nmvspapers, expressing: her dissatis- 
faction at M. GnSvy's clemency, and in con- 
versation she blames severely those of her 
friends, and especially Henri Itochefurt, who, 
by pressing her release, have brought about 
this "infamy tlmt she is tho victim of." Sho 
has spoken in public several times during the 
past week and is in such an irate stato of 
mind that sho announces her departure from 
France. 
"TUis country is dead," sho ex- 


claimed the other night; «J don't wish to stay 
hero any longer. I mean to go where open 
war is declared against tho .Socialists, to tho 
dominion of the all-powerful czar, to the land 
where the revolutionists fight." 


Tfc is highly probable, therefore, that tho 


•n-orld has not yet heard the last of Louiso 
Michel. Her past sufferings and actions have 
given her a great notoriety. If she remain 
in Paris, sho is sure to como to the front at 
tho outbreak of any disorder, and to act an 
important part. If sho go to Russia, she will 
not only prove a source of grave trouble to 
tho imperial government, bufc she may cause 
international difficulties that, if they do nob 
produce serious consequences in the foreign 
affairs of France, may precipitate a. crisis itfc 
homo, whero tho political situation is Ilka 
tindor awaiting tho spark.

has a body ol clergy, all of whom are 
warmly attached to'him, and who, to- 
gether with him form a grand army in 
the services of the church.

Dwenger is alwaysready to acknowledge 
that to his faithful clergy he owes much 
in the welfare of religion and the suc- 
cess of his undertakings.

He spent 
eight mouths in the eterual city holding 
Conferences with the cardinals and the 
overeign pontiff, in the interest of 'his 
mission.
